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The Creed of Abu Zur ah Ar-Razi' and Abu

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The Imam, Abt Al-Qasim Hibatullah ibn Al-Hasan At- 
Tabari Al-Lalika’l (died 418 AH) stated in his work, 
Sharh Usul I ‘tigad Ahl As-Sunnah wal-Jama ah: 
Muhammad Ibn Mudhaffar Al-Muqri’ informed us 
saying: Al-Husayn ibn Muhammad ibn Habash AI- 
Muari narrated to us saying: Imam Abu Muhammad 
‘Abdur-Rahman ibn Abi Hatim (died 327 AH) narrated 
to us saying: 


1 He is the Imam, the great scholar, the memoriser and 
preserver of hadith of his time Abu Zur‘ah ‘Ubaidullah ibn 
‘Abdul-Karim Al-Qurashi Ar-Razi, who died in 264 AH. 

2 He is the Imam, the scholar, the great memoriser and 
preserver of the narrations, Abu Hatim Muhammad ibn Idris 
ibn Mundhir Al-Handhali, who died in 277 AH. 
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I asked my father (Abt Hatim) and Abu Zur‘ah about 
the beliefs of Ahlus-Sunnah in the foundations of the 
religion—and what the two of them found the scholars 
to be upon in all the various lands—and what they held 
as their Creed from what they acquired. So, they 
answered: 
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We met the scholars of all the lands: the Hijaz, Iraq, 
Egypt, Sham (Syria, Jordan and Palestine) and Yemen. 
And from their belief was: 
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1. Iman is speech and action—it increases and decreases.* 


3 Shaikh Al-Islam Muhammad ibn ‘Abdul-Wahhab ilies, (d. 
1206 AH) stated, “I hold that Iman is speech of the tongue, 
action of the limbs and belief in the heart. It increases with 
obedience to Allah and decreases with disobedience. It consists 
of seventy and odd branches — its highest level is the 
testification /a ilaha illallah and its lowest level is to remove 
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2. The Qur'an is the Speech of Allah, uncreated from 
every aspect.4 
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3. The Pre-decree (Al-Qadar), its good and evil is from 
Allah, the Mighty and Majestic. 


something harmful from the path.” (Sharh ‘Aqidatil-Imam AlI-

5 Allah’s Messenger dcs.caiiie said: “Iman is that you believe in 
Allah, His Angels, His Books, His Messengers, the Last Day 
and that you believe in the Pre-Decree, its good and its evil.” 
(Muslim no. 8, Al-Bukhari nos. 50, 4777). Shaikh Al-Islam 
Muhammad ibn ‘Abdul-Wahhab 4i\x25 stated, “T believe that 
Allah does whatever He wills, and nothing occurs except by 
His will. Nothing is excluded from His will and decree. There 
is no occurrence in the creation that is outside of His will. And 
there is nothing that happens except by His control.” (Sharh 
Agidatil-Imam Al-Mujaddid Muhammad tbn Abdul-Wahhab, p. 55) 
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4. The best of this Ummah after its Prophet ics.xciijie is 
Abt Bakr As-Siddigq, then ‘Umar ibn Al-Khattab, then 
‘Uthman ibn ‘Affan, then ‘Ali ibn Abi Talib, may Allah 
be pleased with them—and they are the Rightly Guided 
Caliphs. 
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5. And then the ten whom Allah’s Messenger scs.iexij 
named and bore witness that they will be in Paradise — 
and his speech is the truth.° 
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6 The Messenger of Allah Acsatexiii> said, “Abu Bakr is in

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7. And that Allah, the Mighty and Majestic, is over His 
Throne. He is separate and distinct from His creation 
just as He has described Himself in His Book and upon 
the tongue of His Messenger <s.:éij2 without asking 
how.® 
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7 Allah’s Messenger 4c5.‘é4jk> said, “Do not revile my 
Companions! By the One in whose Hand is my soul, if one of 
you were to give the like of the mountain of Uhud in gold, it 
would not reach a handful or even half a handful of what they 
have given.” (Al-Bukhari, no. 3673, Muslim, no. 2540) 
8 Allah’s Messenger dc5.&aijk said, “When Allah completed the 
creation, He wrote in His Book, that is with Him above (fawga) 
His Throne, “My mercy has preceded My anger.” (Al-Bukhari, 
no. 3194). Also, Allah’s Messenger 5.<ciij\2 said to the servant 
girl, “Where is Allah?” She said, “Above the sky.” He 
said, “Who am I?” She said, “You are the Messenger of 
Allah.” So, he icsaiexije said, “Free her for she is a believer.” 
(Muslim, no. 537) 
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9. “There is nothing like unto Him, and He is the All- 
Hearer, the All-Seer.’”9 
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10. Allah, the Blessed and Most High, will be seen in the 
Hereafter. The people of Paradise will see Him with

from the Muslim rulers —there is nothing that cancels 
it—and likewise is said eens Haj.

Murji‘atul-Fugaha’). It is not speech of the tongue alone, as the 
Karramiyyah believe. And it is not merely knowing in the heart 
that Allah exists as the Jahmiyyah claim.”

128 AH). He was the misguided innovator, the chief negator of 
the Names and Attributes of Allah. He claimed that the Qur’an 
was created, that a person has no choice in what he does and is 
compelled in his actions, that Paradise and Hell will come to an 
end, that Iman is merely knowing that Allah exists — and he 
denied all the Names and Attributes of Allah. (See Al-Farq 
baynal-Firaq p. 199, Magalat Al-Islamiyyin pp. 279-280, At-Tabsir 
fid-Din pp. 63-64) 
26 Shaikh Al-Islam Ibn Taymiyyah used the term Rafidah to refer 
to the generality of the Shi ‘ah because they constitute the 
majority of the sect. They believe that ‘Ali zea; should have 
been the Caliph after the death of Allah’s Messenger dcs.ietiiie. 
Therefore, the Caliphates of Abu Bakr, ‘Umar and ‘Uthman 
were false, oppressive, and unlawful.

As for the one who 
withholds in the affair of the Qur’an out of ignorance, 
then he is taught and accused of innovation [for 
withholding] but he is not declared to be an unbeliever.

31 AJ-‘Allamah A\-Fawzan stated, “The Jabriyyah are followers of 
Jahm ibn Safwan. They said, “A person has no choice and no 
will. He is compelled to do what he does without choice like a 
tool in the hands of a person moving it around, like a feather in 
the wind or like the deceased in the hands of the one washing 
him.” So, the Jabriyyah went to extremes in affirmation of the 
will of Allah, and they negated the will of the servant and his 
choice to act.”

Abu Muhammad 2i%5, said: I heard my father (Abu 
Hatim) and Abt Zur’ ne ailka5 command with 
boycotting the People of Deviation and Innovation — 
they were very stern in their view regarding this matter 
with the utmost sternness. And they would forbid 
writing books based on opinions without recourse to 
the Narrations a 
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allegiance to them because they claim that whoever shows 
allegiance to them has hatred for Ali #<aig;. For this reason, the 
Rafidah refer to Ahlus-Sunnah as Nasibah. (See Al-Fatawa 25/301,

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34 Theological Rhetoric (‘Ilmul-Kalam) is the innovated practice 
of using argumentation, debate, and intellectual reasoning as 
proofs to establish the Islamic Creed thus making reason 
dominant over the Revealed Texts. ‘/mul-Kalam appeared at 
the end of the era of the Sahabah —and its ideas and notions 
were refuted by Ibn ‘Umar, Jabir ibn ‘Abdillah, Abu Hurairah, 
Ibn ‘Abbas, Anas ibn Malik and others xaiiz;. The 
Companions would tell the people not to give salam to the 
Qadariyyah, nor to pray janazah over them and not to visit their 
sick. (See Al-Farg baynal-Firag of ‘Abdul-Qadir Al-Baghdadi (d. 
429 AH), pp.39-40) The sects of Kalam include, among others, 
the Qadartyyah, Mu ‘tazilah, Jahmiyyah, Asha trah and the 
Maturidiyyah.
